N SPITE OF THE LAW’S DELAY. 
The State laws, as they now exist, 
governing the making and taking 
care of roads, stand directly in the 
way of the new campaign for good 
roads. California, following the ex- 
of many Eastern States, de- 
Sires to supersede the present method 
of building poor roads with the mak- 
ing of roads thai will last. But under 
our existing laws the State is cut up 
into counties and each county into 
‘separate road districts. The money 
for roads is levied by‘county taxation 
and is distributed to the several road 
districts in each county. This system 
stands in the way of the suggestion 
to bond Los les county for 
$3,000,000 and apply tnat money to 
the building of permanent county 
roads which would last for many 
years to come. 

We are spending in the State of 
California under our present system 
the sum of $2,750,000 annually for 
road making and repairing. in addi- 
tion, it is estimated that the counties 
spend $250,000 a year on bridges and 
oiling the roads of the State. This 
gives a total of $3,000,000 practically 
wasted in making «irt roads which 
are cut into ruts about as fast as 
they are made and which are washed 
away with every big rain. 

But is there no way out of the dif- 
ficulty presented by legal obstacles? 
It appears that some method might 
be devised by which a veginning at 
least cou.d be made of proper road 
building. Let us take «ur : 
‘as an example. as is

his district, will only lend himself’ 
to this good cause, a very good be- 
ginning can be made at once. Of 
course the county will, as heretofore, 
apportion the road fund among the 
several road districts and the spend- 
ing of that money will be practically 
under the control of the road master. 
The Supervisor is supposed to give a 
good deal of oversight to the roads, 
but the road masters are appointees 
of the Supervisors and are left a 
good deal to themselves. Now, if the 
Supervisors and their road masters 
will lend themselves with a willing 
mind to this popular movement for 
good roads, they can accomplish much. 
The suggestion is made that in each 
road district a considerable amoun< 
of the road fund appropriated for 
that district be appiied to the build- 
ing of rock-bottomed road. Let a 
central spot in the district, which 
would generally be found at the gates 
of some city or town, be selected and 
let @ liberal portion of the road fund 
be devoted to building a piece of per- 
manent road just outside of such town 
or city limits. If it is only a quarter 
of a mile, let so much of permanent 
road be constructed. If a mile can 
be completed, so much the better. 
The significance of this suggestion is 
that once placed practically before 
the eyes of the farmers and other resi- 
dents of such district, such a piece 
of road will become a valuable object 
lesson. Once even a quarter of a 
mile of really permanent road is con- 
‘structed, it will be much easier the 
following year to have the consent of 
the inhabitants of a district to apply 
a larger portion of the road fund to 
the extending of this bit of good road. 

Should this suggestion find favor in 
any district or districts, the proper 
thing to do will be to avoid all half- 
way measures, let no makeshift be 
attempted, but let whatever is done be 
of a thoroughly excellent character. 
In The Times on Wednesday morn- 
ing appeared a scientific article on the 
construction of good roads. ‘hat will 
place before the road master the exact. 


Let us have macadam roads. Now 
we must face the fact that such roads 
will cost money. It will astonish the 
average road master to ascertain the 
amount of money necessary to make 
a mile of such roads as we ought to 
have. But it will help us to face this 
undertaking if we realize how much 
less it will cost us here than in many 
of the eastern States. In the east- 
ern States proper, that is New Eng- 
land and down along the Atlantic 


‘Stretch of road will involve heavy 
cuts and fills and this is the work, 
that eats up money with exceeding 
rapidity. Of course, these eastern 
States have plenty of rock at hand for 
constructing good roads. The trou- 
ble is, there is too much rock in 
the roed which has to be removed. 
With us, this great cost is all saved 
nearly all through the county where 
this work would be undertaken. There 
is Mttle or no cutting or filling to be 


-| done. At the same time, almost every- 


where there is found at hand plenty 
of Yock from which to obtain the 


ifornia is so friable that the crushing 
of it costs exceedingly little and fur- 
nishes a thoroughly good substitute 
for the best gravel. Indeed, this dis- 
integrated granite is probably su- 
perior to any ordinary sand or gravel 
to be found anywhere. In the West 
rock has had to be hauled long dis- 
tances at heavy cost. , 

If the road masters of two adjacent 
toad districts could get ‘ogether and 
agree upon building a macadam road 
at the boundary line of the two 
districts Where the two sections would 
make one continuous piece of A No. 1 
road, that would be a good plan to 
follow. Of course it is realized that 
the general care of the roads through- 
out the districts cannot be entirely 
neglected. But no end of. money is 
wasted in our road districts year after 
year in the construction of these 
makeshift roads. It will be decidedly 
to the advantage of the farmers and 
others dwelling in the different dis- 
tricts to agree thoroughly among 
themselves to let the least possible 
necessary work be done in the con- 
struction and repairing of those 
makeshift roads, devoting a liberal 
amount of the road fund to the begin-

ABINET OR MOB? 

One of the first jumps in the 
dark by the reformer of the day is 
likely to be in the shape of a sug- 
gestion that another be 
added to the President's Cabinet. The 
Cabinet was very wisely devised by 
the. founders of the American govern- 
ment to furnish the President with 
deputies, so to speak, who would have 
in hand she, details of the national 
government, lay the conditions of the 
departments before the President from 
time to time and advise him as to 
what course would be advisable to 

One of the subjects which has within 
recent years aroused public interest is 
the health of the people. This mat- 
ter is having unusual attention just 
at the present time because of the 
epidemics of diseases of one kind or 
another prevailing, especially among 
children, in ceftain cities. Now 
come some of the faddists and sug- 
gest the establishing of a new port- 
folio in the President’s Cabinet, with 
a Secretary to take up* this business 
of guarding the health of the people. 
The subject is an exdeedingly Impor- 
tant one and too much attention can- 
not be paid to it. But it is submitted | 
that thiqg tendency of multiplying 
Cabinet officers if carried out will end 
in having a mob and not a Cabinet. 
The mining industries of the country 
want a Cabinet officer. There is no 
limit to the possibilities of this mul- 
tiplication. The next thing we will 
have will be the separate trades and 
different subdivisions in which busi- 
ness is carried on, each wanting a 
Secretary in the President's Cabinet. 
In the end, the Cabinet would out- 
number the Senate and possibly the 
House of Representatives. 

There is no need of thus multiply- 
ing Cabinet. officers. The Treasury 
Department has under it a number of 
branches. One bureau takes care of 
the collection of customs, another of 
internal revenue. A third has the coin- 
age and another subdivision takes 
care of the national banks. The In- 
terior Department looks after forestry 
and irrigation. There is no reason 
why a bureau of health might not be 
constructed under the general super- 
vision ef the Interior Department. It 
would seem to fall naturally into place 
under that portfolio of the President's 
Cabinet. Put in that way,-there would 
seem to be no serious objection to 
having a national bureau to study and 
report upon the public health. The 
State Department has the quarantine 
bureau in its care, as is proper, that 
branch of supervision bringing the 
government into contact with foreign 
governments more or less. The in- 
terior public health is a mat*er which 
would rightly belong to the Secretary 
of the Interior. A bureau like the 
Bureau of Statistics under the other 
branch of the Cabinet would render 
valuable service in this work of safe- 
guarding the public health. | 

Those raising the contention for a 
Cabinet officer to take up this work 
point out the fact that we have an 
inspection of domestic animals and 
that certainly it is vastly more im- 
‘portant that we should have some 
governmental supervision tending to 
diminish epidemics, lessen the death 
rate among children particularly, and 
generally work to conserve the public 
health. 

Of course, no national] governmental 
supervision of this kind will be com- 
petent to take the place of the police 
power exercised by the municipalities 
throughout the whole country. This 


& 
/ 
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oe governmental power to which no 
ounds ‘have yet definitely been fixed. 
The best constitutional lawyers are 
puzzled to say where this -power of 
policing begins and ends. Nearly all 
American cities have very stringent 
police regulations all tending to safe- 
guard the health of the general public. 


AMING THE BABIES. 

A mother in Israel recently gave 
birth to triplets in Kansas City, and 
the whole town became agog over the 
choice of names for the babies. The 
newspapers printed the suggestions 
made by the populace and the result 
was truly wonderful. One woman 
even offered the new and novel sug- 
gestion that the youngsters be called 
“Faith, Hope and Charity.” 

The incident brings up the world- 
old problem of naming the baby. 
Whenever an event of this character 
occurs in a family, there is always 
more or less excitement regarding the 
cognomen by which the newly-arrived 
mortal shall be known as he takes up 
his burden of life and strikes out 


along the dusty highways of the 
world. Sometimes there is a row 
over it. 


The experience of the people of 
Kansas City, however, shows that the 
old “stand-by” names are still the 
most popular. Mary and Elizabeth, 
Margaret, Katherine and Laura led all 
the rest. The new inventions were, 
to a large extent, ignored, 

As a rule, the old names are the 
best and sweetest, and it is not 
strange that the world does not grow 
weary of them. They are also the 
safest, for the reason that names 
often qubject children to ridicule and 
handicap them seriously when they 
grow up. Names like “St. Julian_ 
Jones” and “Lancelot Smith” are apt 
to set the jokesmiths going if the 
neighbors ever take it in their heads 
to select the,owners thereof as can- 
didates for public office or other dis- 
tinction. 

The sometime custom of naming the 
baby for a beloved ancestor or rela- 
tive, or a dear or honored friend, is 
much to be commended, especially 
when the baby is a boy. But to name 
boys after famous personages, like 
George Washington, Abraham Lincoln 
or Napoleon Bonaparte, has its dis- 
tinct dangers. The boy who starts 
out in- life with such a name will 
usually find that the hard task of liv- 
ing up to his name has been imposed 
on him. 

In the case of a girl it probably 

doesn’t matter so much what the 
name is. She will change it, anyhow, 
after she becomes of age, and cover 
it with that of some “youth with 
flaunting feathers who comes a-piping 
through the village.” 
_ But, let every one have his own 
way about these things. There seems 
to be no lack of babies; and as long 
as that remains true, there will be 
no lack of names to give them. 


HE PRESIDENT’S LETTER TO 
THE LEE COMMITTEE. 

There has been criticism of the 
President's exceedingly eulogistic let- 
ter on Gen. Robert E. Lee, sent to the 
committee on the Lee birthday cele- 
bration. Some of the President’s crit- 
ics think his impetuous temperament 
carried him a little too far in the way 
of lauding a man who has a well-de- 
fined place in American history; but 
of course it will be said on the other 
hand that it would have been - un- 
handsome and ungracious the 
President to stint his expressions of 
admiration in a letter of this nature. 

Although it may be that President 
Roosevelt could not with propriety 
have brought out certain great his- 
torical truths, that he could not fitly 
have said things of - vastly greater 
importance than he _ did 


say, it is obvious to The Times that 


the occasion should not be allowed 
to pass without stating these preg- 
nant facts. Due regard for the high- 
est patriotis® and for historic truth 
demand that they be not ignored. 
It will not do te let Gen. Robert E. 
Lee be held up before the eyes of 
the rising generation as a knight 
without reproach, as the type of 
American manhood to be taken as a 
model, as a patriot to be revered and 
imitated. The distinction between a 
Robert E. Lee and a Ulysses 8. Grant 
is vital and must not be overlooked. 
it is essential to draw the line today 
as it was in the sixties. i 

It is due to Robert E. Lee’s memory 
to say that he was a great mda” brave 
soldier; that he was unflagging in his 
devotion to and sacrifices for the Con- 
federacy; that he accepted defeat with | 
good grace, that he afterwards 1la- 
bored to promote harmony between 
the two sections of his country; that 
he served acceptably as a _ college 
president and he so conducted himself 
after the close of the war as to win 
universal commendation. Neverthe- 
less, after these things have been said, 
it is imperative to say one or two 
tnings more, namely—that Robert 
Lee was a traitor to his country; that 
he fired on the Flag; that he was false 
to his oath; and that his career should 
not and cannot be an inspiration to 
youth. 

Happily there is no danger of re- 
kindling animosities by the presenta- 
tion of these historic facts. The em- 
bers of sectional hatred are dead; 
but the fires of patriotism still glow 
and they must be fed with the ever- 
lasting principles of truth and right- 
eousness, Never shall it be forgot- 
ten that the Civil War was not a quar- 
rel over differences of opinion but 
was a mighty struggle between loyal- 
ty and treason, between right and 
wrong—and that Robert E. Lee's 
sword was drawn in. dishonor and 
sheathed in humiliation. 

These are not agreeable things to 
write, and it may be that President 
Roosevelt could not have written thenr 
without a needless affront to the 
Lee committee; but it would be 
treachery to aj] sacred verities that 
the Stars and Stripes wave for to 
leave these things unsaid.

They are not. by nature brutal 
nor bad; doubtless they were poor, and 
it was poverty that led them to enter 
the Congo service. The term for which 
they regularly enter is three years. No 
man, from any country, could stand 
three years of such surrounding in- 
fuence without showing the effect. 

In passing, we may call attention to 
certain curious facts of observation in 
eonnection with the strangers who 
come to Congo. We might suppose 
that the Scandinavians would particu- 
larly suffer physically in going from 
their morthern latitudes into the 
tropics. On the contrary, it is precise- 
ty the Scandinavians who seem most 
readily to adapt themselves to their 
surroundings.
